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EDITORIAL 

THEY  ARE  ORDAINED 
OF  GOD 

THERE  is  an  eternal  law  of  priesthood  leadership.  God  has  placed  his 
priesthood  upon  the  earth  for  the  last  time.  His  Church  is  organized 
and  shall  stand  forever.  The  Brethren  who  have  led  the  Church  in  the  past 
and  those  in  authority  now  are  divinely  called,  ordained  and  set  apart. 
Members  of  the  Church  are  taught  to  sustain  them  in  their  high  offices  as 
they  preside  over  the  Kingdom. 

There  is  a  beautiful  story  of  how  Israel  prevailed  over  enemies  as 
long  as  they  upheld  the  hands  of  the  prophet.  May  I  quote: 

"And  Moses  said  unto  Joshua,  Choose  us  out  men,  and  go  out, 
fight  with  Amalek :  tomorrow  I  will  stand  on  the  top  of  the  hill  with  the 
rod  of  God  in  mine  hand. 

"So  Joshua  did  as  Moses  had  said  to  him,  and  fought  with  Amalek : 
and  Moses,  Aaron,  and  Hur  went  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill. 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  held  up  his  hand,  that  Israel  pre- 
vailed :    and  when  he  let  down  his  hand,  Amalek  prevailed. 

"But  Moses'  hands  were  heavy;  and  they  took  a  stone,  and  put  it 
under  him,  and  he  sat  thereon  and  Aaron  and  Hur  stayed  up  his  hands, 
the  one  on  the  one  side,  and  the  other  on  the  other  side;  and  his  hands 
were  steady  until  the  going  down  of  the  sun."  (Exodus  17  :  9-12.  Read 
the  whole  chapter.) 

We  are  to  meet  together  at  regular  times  to  present  the  officers  names 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  in  a  regular  assembly  where  we  have  the 
privilege  of  raising  our  hands  to  sustain  not  only  local  authorities,  but  the 
general  authorities  also.  (D  &  C  20  :  61-63.)  In  doing  this  we  witness  to 
the  Lord  that  we  are  in  harmony  with  His  servants. 

A  story  comes  to  my  mind  which  illustrates  a  point  regarding  a 
member  who,  in  her  heart  wanted  to  tell  a  Bishop  how  to  conduct  a 
meeting.  She  had  a  non-member  relative  visiting  her  family  and  had 
invited  her  to  attend  Sacrament  Meeting  on  Sunday  evening.  She  thought, 
'  I  hope  the  officer  conducting  the  meeting  doesn't  make  too  many 
announcements :  I  hope  he  calls  on  certain  ones  to  speak  as  I  want  to 
impress  my  relative."  The  Bishop  conducted  the  service  and  it  so  happened 
that  there  was  an  unusual  number  of  announcements  concerning  the 
activities  of  the  young  people  of  MIA  age.  The  member  thought  that  this 
would  really  turn  her  relation  away  with  a  wrong  picture  of  the  Church. 
She  was  even  critical  of  the  bishop  in  trying  to  tell  him  in  her  heart  how 
to  run  the  affairs  of  the  ward.  As  far  as  she  was  concerned  the  meeting 
was  not  up  to  her  expectations. 

On  the  way  home  that  night  the  relative  said,  "I  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  service.  The  thing  that  impressed  me  above  all  else  was  the  fact  that 
here  was  a  church  that  really  cared  for  the  conduct  and  happiness  of  the 
young  people.  I  would  like  to  know  more. 

What  a  blessing  it  is  to  know  that  the  brethren  who  preside  are 
endowed  with  inspiration  from  on  high.  God  is  directing  this  Church.  Of 
this  I  bear  witness  —  that  when  we  uphold  the  servants  of  our  Father  in 
work,  thought  and  deed  we  not  only  build  the  Kingdom  but  bless  all 
mankind.

"That  they  may  be  conferred  upon  us,  it  is  true,  but  when  we 
undertake  to  cover  our  sins  or  gratify  our  pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to 
exercise  control  or  dominion  or  compulsion  upon  the  souls  of  the  children 
of  men,  in  any  degree  of  unrighteousness,  behold  the  heavens  withdraw 
themselves,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  grieved,  and  when  it  is  withdrawn. 
Amen  to  the  priesthood  or  authority  of  that  man. 

"Behold,  ere  he  is  aware  he  is  left  unto  himself  to  kick  against 
the  pricks,  to  persecute  the  Saints  and  to  fight  against  God. 

"We  have  learned  by  sad  experience  that  it  is  the  nature  and  disposi- 
tion of  almost  all  men,  as  soon  as  they  get  a  little  authority,  as  they 
suppose,  they  will  immediately  begin  to  exercise  unrighteous  dominion. 
Hence  many  are  called  but  few  are  chosen." 
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As  we  enter  the  new  year,  and  make  our  plans  for  the  future,  will  we 
seek  our  own  ends  at  the  expense  of  others?  Will  we  exercise  dominion 
and  compulsion?  Will  we  set  aside  the  message  of  Christmas  and  the 
teachings  of  Christ  for  our  own  personal  gain? 

Will  we  grieve  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  by  our  vain  ambitions,  our 
pride  and  our  desire  for  honour  among  men?

An  "OUTSIDER" 
writes  a 

Comprehensive 

Book  on  the 
Church 


A  GREAT  new  book  about  the  Mormons  will  be  available  in  South 
Africa  during  February. 

The  book  is  entitled  "The  Mormons"  and  the  author  is  Robert  R. 
Mullen,  a  former  assistant  editor  of  Life  Magazine. 

Mr.  Mullen  is  not  a  member  of  the  Church  but  has  had  association 
with  the  Mormons  beginning  when  his  public  relations  firm  was  engaged 
to  publicize  the  first  European  tour  of  the  famous  Tabernacle  Choir. 

The  new  book  published  by  W.  H.  Allen  at  R3.00  is  one  of  the  most 
complete,  objective,  and  friendly  treatments  of  the  Mormon  story  ever 
done  by  an  "outsider". 

The  story  behind  the  book  is  well  explained  by  the  author  as  he 
writes  his  foreword: 

"The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  been  given 
much  attention  by  the  world's  press  lately.  A  pulsing  expansion  in  mis- 
sionary activity  and  effectiveness,  plus  in  some  instances  a  somewhat  over- 
blown idea  of  the  Church's  business  activities,  and  of  course  the  always 
absorbing  story  of  the  martyrdom,  the  trek  and  the  settlement,  combined 
to  stir  interest. 

"While  the  resultant  articles  were  most  friendly,  they  were  necessarily 
limited  in  scope,  unusually  fastening  on  one  phase  or  another  of  the  relig- 
ious, social,  and  economic  aspects  of  Mormondom.  Thus  the  publisher  felt 
that  a  rounded-out  account  would  be  helpful. 

"My  original  interest  was  in  trying  to  help  outline  the  contents.  As 
the  discussion  advanced.  I  suggested  that  it  might  be  wise  to  follow 
Winston  Churchill's  advice  when  approaching  history  and  to  tell  it  as  if 
it  had  never  been  told  before;  but  at  the  same  time  I  urged  that  emphasis 
be  given  to  the  modern  Church. 

"I  also  suggested  that  the  book  might  very  properly  be  divided  into 
three  parts;  the  first  to  cover  generally  the  Joseph  Smith  era;  the  second 
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to  be  about  Brigham  Young's  time;  and  the  third  dealing  with  the  period 
since,  which  would  be,  roughly,  the  Twentieth  Century. 

"I  expressed  the  hope  that  the  book  might  be  factual  and  correct 
but  not  linger  over  old  disharmonies;  that  it  should  be  neither  saccharine 
nor  sour.  Most  of  all,  I  said  it  should  be  so  presented  that  the  non-Mormon 
would  not  feel  he  was  being  proselytized. 

"Heads  were  nodding  in  agreement  and  we  talked  about  who  should 
write  it.  Suddenly  I  found  all  eyes  were  on  me. 

"  'But,'  I  protested,  'I  am  not  a  Mormon.' 

"  'No,  but  you  know  their  story.  We  would  trust  you  to  tell  it.' 

"So,  that  is  how  it  came  to  be." 

Much  of  the  material  in  the  book  relating  to  recent  or  current  events 
was  obtained  by  Mr.  Mullen  from  first-hand  reporting,  "which  is  to  say 
travels,  observation,  and  interviews." 

The  new  book  has  32  chapters,  each  one  devoted  to  a  phase  or 
period  of  Mormonism  told  in  an  excellent  style  as  only  an  experienced 
writer  and  editor  of  the  prominence  of  Mr.   Mullen  can  do. 

His  first  section,  as  already  indicated,  deals  with  the  "Joseph  Smith 
Period".  It  begins  with  the  success  story  of  today's  Mormons  as 
Mr.  Mullen  found  it  a  decade  ago  when  he  first  made  contact  with  the 
Church  and  its  leaders.  He  next  describes  the  "Pageant  in  Palmyra."  His 
other  chapters  in  this  first  section  deal  with,  "What  Joseph  Smith  Taught", 
"Organizinz  a  Church",  "The  International  Mormons",  which  is  the  story 
of  the  expanding  missionary  programme  in  Joseph  Smith's  day.  Then  fol- 
lows the  Liberty  Jail  episode,  other  activities  in  England,  plural  marriage, 
the  martyrdom  and  the  pioneer  trek  under  the  title  "Come,  Come  Ye 
Saints". 

The  second  section  entitled  "The  Times  of  Brigham  Young"  tells 
the  pioneer  story  and  the  great  programme  of  colonizing  under  the  pioneer 
leader. 

Eleven  chapters  of  the  book  comprise  the  section  entitled  "The 
Twentieth  Century".  A  listing  of  these  titles  will  show  the  scope  of  the 
subject  matter  and  indicate  the  realism  with  which  Mr.  Mullen  tackled  his 
assignment.  The  titles  are,  "The  Manifesto  and  Temples",  "Taking  Care 
of  Their  Own",  "The  Outward  Thrust",  "David  O.  McKay  and  the 
Great  Acceleration",  "Zion  Where  They  Are",  "The  Legacy  of  Dan 
Tones  in  Wales",  "A  Day  in  London",  "Scandinavia  Today",  "A  New 
Image  in  Western  Europe",  "The  Lamanites  Again",  "Oceania  and 
Japan",  and  "Salt  Lake  City  in  the  Jet  Age". 

Even  more  fascinating,  perhaps,  than  Robert  Mullen's  account  of  the 
Church's  expansion,  is  his  description  of  social  welfare  networks,  business 
enterprises,  and  youth  programmes  which  are  maintained  by  the  Latter- 
day  Saints.  He  paints  a  bright  picture  of  a  huge,  thriving  religious  move- 
ment —  one  famous  westward  trek  across  America.

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WHERE  IS 
TRUTH?

THERE  are  in  the  world  a  great  host  of  upright  and  good  people,  men 
and  women  of  goodwill,  who  desire  in  their  hearts  to  know  the  truth 
about  religion.  They  see  conflicting  claims  everywhere,  claims  supporting 
both  the  philosophies  of  the  world  and  the  various  religious  systems. 

These  truth-seekers  feel  in  their  hearts  that  there  ought  to  be  unity 
where  religion  is  concerned,  unity  based  on  complete,  ultimate  truth.  They 
see  movements  afoot  to  bring  organizational  unity  into  the  Christian 
world,  and  yet  they  find  those  who  give  lip  service  to  unity  crying, 
"Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or  there  ..."  (Matt.  24  :  23).  They  wonder  why 
men  do  not  come  to  a  unity  of  the  faith,  why  they  do  not  find  the 
ultimate  truth  about  religion,  just  as  men  come  to  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
truth  in  scientific  fields. 

Well,  this  condition  has  prevailed  over  the  years.  It  existed  in  the 
days  of  Joseph  Smith.  He  was  in  the  midst  of  a  religious  revival  on  the 
frontier  area  of  America.  He  heard  the  cry  that  here  was  salvation,  or 
there.  He  reached  the  conclusion  that  "...  the  teachers  of  religion  of 
the  different  sects  understood  the  same  passages  of  scripture  so  differently 
as  to  destroy  all  confidence  in  settling  the  question  by  an  appeal  to  the 
Bible."  (Joseph  Smith  2  :  12) 

Then  he  read  these  glorious  words  in  the  book  of  James:  "If  any  of 
you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and 
upbraideth  not;  and  it  shall  be  given  him,"  followed  by  the  counsel,  "But 
let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering,  For  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a 
wave  of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind  and  tossed."  (James  1  :  5-6)  As  the 
Spirit  worked  upon  him,  he,  meditating  upon  these  words,  was  led  to 
offer  that  prayer  which  ushered  in  this  great  final  gospel  dispensation. 

Now  every  person  of  goodwill,  every  honest  truth  seeker,  every  person 
with  a  devout  desire  to  find  the  truth  in  the  field  of  religion  is  faced  with 
the  same  problem  which  confronted  Joseph  Smith,  and  every  person  can 
find  the  answer  in  the  same  way  he  found  it;  for  God,  who  is  no  respecter 
of  persons,  in  whose  sight  a  soul  is  just  as  precious  today  as  it  ever  was, 
will  give  wisdom,  will  give  light  and  truth  and  revelation  to  those  who 
ask  in  faith. 

We  are  the  children  of  God  our  Father;  he  loves  us,  has  an  intense 
interest  in  our  well-being,  and  desires  to  see  us  progress  and  advance  until 
we  become  like  him.  He  is  willing — provided  we  pay  the  investigator's 
price — to  give  us  wisdom  and  knowledge,  to  reveal  to  us  the  truth  about 
religion  so  that  we  can  walk  in  that  course  and  way  in  which  he  would 
have  us  go. 

In  view  of  this,  may  I  mention  a  specific  way  and  means  which  will 
enable  men  to  get  in  tune  with  the  Lord,  to  get  themselves  in  the  frame 
of  mind  to  exercise  the  necessary  faith,  the  faith  which  will  bring  a  per- 
sonal manifestation  from  him  as  to  the  truth  and  divinity  of  this  great 
latter-day  work. 
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Remember,  we  proclaim  to  the  world  a  message,  the  message  of  the 
restoration.  This  message  is  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God,  that 
salvation  is  in  him,  that  because  of  his  atoning  sacrifice  all  men  are  raised 
in  immortality,  and  those  who  believe  and  obey  his  laws  are  raised  unto 
eternal  life.  This  message  is  that  in  our  day,  primarily  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Joseph  Smith,  there  has  been  a  restoration  of  the  knowledge 
of  Christ  and  the  knowledge  of  salvation.  And  this  message  is,  further,  that 
The  Church  of  Jesus  of  Latter-day  Saints,  as  now  constituted,  is  the 
Church  and  kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  the  one  place  where  salvation  is 
found,  the  place  where  men  can  come  to  learn  the  eternal  verities  in  the 
fields  of  religion  and  salvation. 

Now,  the  Lord  has  placed  in  our  hands  the  way  and  the  means  to  pre- 
sent this  message  to  the  world,  to  present  it  in  such  a  way  that  every 
honest  truth  seeker  can  be  guided  and  enabled  to  know  where  the  truth 
is.  By  using  this  means  every  truth  seeker  can  learn  how  to  get  in  com- 
munion with  Deity  and  how  that  God  who  does  not  upbraid  and  who 
desires  to  see  his  children  come  to  the  light  and  truth  of  heaven. 

This  way  and  means,  given  of  God  to  establish  the  truth  of  his  work, 
is  the  Book  of  Mormon.  May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  inspired  words 
of  Joseph  Smith,  words  written  by  the  spirit  of  prophecy  and  revelation 
on  the  day  the  Church  was  organized  in  this  dispensation.  In  them  the 
Prophet  first  announces  that  the  Church  has  been  organized.  Then  he  says 
that  "...  through  faith,  God  ministered  unto  him  by  an  holy  angel,  whose 
countenance  was  as  lightning,  and  whose  garments  were  pure  and  white 
above  all  other  whiteness".  (D  &  C  20  :  6) 

He  then  says  he  was  given  commandments,  and  also  the  power 
"...  by  the  means  which  were  before  prepared,  to  translate  the  Book  of 
Mormon."  (V.  8.)  Then  of  that  book  he  says :  It  "  .  .  .  contains  a  record 
of  a  fallen  people,  and  the  fulness  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
Gentiles  and  to  the  Jews  also; 

"Which  was  given  by  inspiration  (meaning  that  the  original  prophets 
who  wrote  it  were  inspired  of  God),  and  is  confirmed  to  others  by  the 
ministering  of  angels  (meaning  that  angelic  ministers  delivered  it  to  men 
on  earth  in  this  day),  and  is  declared  unto  the  world  by  them."  (Vs.  9-10.) 

And  now  these  words  that  follow  are  the  key :  "proving  to  the  world 
that  the  holy  scriptures  are  true,  and  that  God  does  inspire  men  and  call 
them  to  his  holy  work  in  this  age  and  generation,  as  well  as  in  generations 
of  old; 

"Thereby  showing  that  he  is  the  same  God  yesterday,  today  and  for- 
ever." (Vs.  11-12) 

Now,  in  every  age  of  the  earth's  history,  when  the  Lord  has  had  a 
message  for  the  people,  he  has  sent  his  servants  to  testify  and  bear  witness 
of  it.  They  have  spoken  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  have  certi- 
fied of  the  truth  of  the  revelation.  We  do  this  today,  most  solemnly  and 
soberly,  as  it  has  been  done  in  this  conference;  and  I  add  my  personal 
witness  that  I  know  by  the  revelations  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  my  soul  that 
this  work  is  true.  But  for  our  day  and  our  generation,  an  era  in  which  the 
Lord  is  cutting  short  his  work  in  righteousness,  in  which  he  is  hastening 
it  in  its  time  and  in  its  season,  he  has  given  something  additional.  He 
has  placed  in  our  hands  a  volume  of  scripture  which  is  both  ancient  and 
modern  and  has  provided  that  it  will  be  the  sure  proof,  the  conclusive 
evidence,  the  added  witness  of  the  divinity  of  the  work. 

As  all  who  are  acquainted  with  this  matter  know,  if  any  person  will 
read  this  book  in  accordance  with  Moroni's  promise,  having  faith  in  God, 
and  ask  the  Father  in  the  name  of  Christ  if  it  is  true,  that  person  will 
learn  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  that  it  is.  (see  Moroni  10  :  3-5.) 
the  still  small  voice  will  whisper  to  the  spirit  that  is  within  him  telling 
him  in  a  way  that  he  cannot  deny  or  misunderstand  that  no  man  could 
have  written  that  book,  that  it  is  the  mind  and  work  and  will  of  God. 
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Now,  if  this  book  is  what  we  say  it  is,  Joseph  Smith  was  a  Prophet 
of  God;  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God,  the  one  by  whom  salvation  comes; 
and  this  Church  and  kingdom  was  set  up,  ordained,  and  established  by  the 
opening  of  the  heavens,  by  the  principle  of  revelation.  The  Book  of  Mormon 
has  been  given  to  the  world  to  prove  the  divinity  of  the  work,  and  our 
challenge  is  that  men  of  goodwill,  upright  and  good  people  everywhere, 
will  take  this  book  and  learn  what  is  in  it  and  then  ask  God  whether  it  is 
true. 

Joseph  Smith  said:  "I  told  the  brethren  that  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  the  most  correct  of  any  book  on  earth,  and  the  keystone  of  our 
religion,  and  a  man  would  get  nearer  to  God  by  abiding  by  its  precepts, 
than  by  any  other  book." 

Well,  as  the  keystone  of  our  religion,  it  is  the  thing  upon  which  we 
stand  or  fall.  If  it  is  true,  this  whole  system  of  religion  is  true  because 
God's  hand  is  in  it;  if  it  is  not  true,  then  our  system  of  religion  is  false. 
But  thanks  be  to  God,  this  book  is  true;  And  thanks  be  to  him  also,  he 
is  willing,  desirous,  anxious,  by  the  power  of  his  Spirit,  to  bear  record  of 
that  fact  to  all  honest  truth  seekers  in  the  world,  in  which  event  they 
then  know  of  the  divinity  of  the  work;  and  if  they  are  willing  to  abide  and 
walk  in  the  light,  having  the  courage  of  their  convictions,  they  come  and 
join  with  the  Saints  of  God  and  get  on  the  path  leading  to  eternal  life. 

May  I  quote  the  words  that  God  himself  said  in  bearing  record  of  the 
divinity  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  make  them  my  testimony  also? 
He  said  of  Joseph  Smith,  "...  he  has  translated  the  book,  even  that  part 
which  I  have  commanded  him,  and  as  your  Lord  and  your  God  liveth  it 
is  true."  (D  &  C  17  :  6) 

In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 


CALLING  ALL  YOUTH  —  PART  II 


LD.S. 
STANDARDS 


MOST  people  who  know  anything  about  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  know  that  it  maintains  the  highest  moral  standards. 
It  is  up  to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  uphold  this  image  in  every 
way.  How  important  it  is  at  all  times  to  know  how  to  dress,  to  act,  and 
to  live.  To  be  different  from  the  world  in  this  respect  is  a  privilege  rather 
than  a  restraint.  While  these  standards  are  given  as  a  guide,  blessings  will 
result  only  by  their  daily  application. 

All  LDS  youth  should  know  and  uphold  the  following  standards. 

DRESS 

Church  standards  regarding  the  appropriateness  of  dress  should  be  a 
constant  guide  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  wherever  they  are  so  they  will 
always  be  comfortable  knowing  they  are  within  the  realm  of  good  taste. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  an  over-all  statement  concerning  modest  standards 
of  dress,  because  modesty  cannot  be  determined  by  inches  or  fit  since  that 
which  looks  modest  on  one  person  may  not  be  so  on  another. 

Whether  youth  are  at  school,  attending  a  sacrament  or  other  church 
meeting,  dance,  athletic,  or  sports-camp  activity,  at  home  or  away,  church 
standards  require  young  men  and  women  to  be  appropriately  dressed. 
Modesty  is  a  protection  for  the  youth  of  the  Church  and  is  one  of  the 
Lord's  ways  to  help  them  live  clean,  wholesome  lives. 

Girls  should  dress  to  enhance  their  natural  beauty  and  femininity. 
Clothes  should  be  comfortable  and  attractive  without  calling  attention  to 
a  person's  body;  for  example,  skirts  should  be  long  enough  to  cover  the 
kneecap,  and  they  should  not  be  too  tight  fitting.  Dresses  should  not  be 
cut  extremely  low  at  the  top.  Strapless  dresses  and  spaghetti  straps  are  not 
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acceptable  either  on  sun  dresses  or  evening  dresses.  Few  girls  or  women 
ever  look  well  in  backless  or  strapless  dresses.  Such  styles  often  make 
the  figure  look  ungainly  and  large,  or  they  show  the  bony  structures  of 
the  body. 

When  at  home  working  in  the  yard,  hiking,  travelling  in  the  moun- 
tains, camping  or  participating  in  active  sports,  girls  or  women  may  ap- 
propriately wear  slacks.  However,  they  should  not  be  too  tight.  Pedal 
pushers,  knee-knockers,  bermudas,  capris,  or  any  pants  which  reach  just 
above  the  knees  are  acceptable.  Of  course,  those  who  have  been  through 
the  temple  are  expected  to  wear  clothing  of  appropriate  style.  Pants  for 
young  women  are  not  desirable  attire  for  shopping,  at  school,  in  the  library, 
in  cafeterias  or  restaurants.  Any  apparel  that  suggests  a  house  robe  should 
not  be  worn  in  public  but  only  in  one's  home  or  apartment.  Tight-fitting 
sweaters  and  figure-hugging  clothes  of  any  kind  are  not  appropriate  LDS 
dress. 

Any  bathing  suit  which  immodestly  exposes  the  body,  such  as  bikinis 
or  those  with  bare  midriffs,  etc.,  should  not  be  worn.  Swimsuits  are 
fashioned  for  a  particular  purpose  and  should  not  be  worn  as  casual  dress 
for  summer,  but  should  be  worn  only  for  swimming.  While  travelling  to 
and  from  the  beach  or  swimming  pools,  young  men  and  woman  should  be 
fully  dressed,  or  at  least  their  swimming  suits  should  be  covered  with  outer 
clothing. 

Tt  is  not  appropriate  for  young  men  to  wear  extremely  tight-fitting 
pants.  When  driving  around  in  cars,  working  in  the  garden  or  elsewhere, 
they  should  wear  appropriate  trousers  and  shirt.  Shorts  may  be  worn 
during  actual  participation  in  active  sports.  Young  men  should  always 
dress  appropriately  for  the  place  and  the  occasion.  For  special  school  or 
church  dances,  they  should  wear  a  suit  with  dress  shirt  and  tie.  Sports 
jackets  or  dressy  jerseys  are  appropriate  apparel  for  the  more  casual 
dances. 

Shorts  or  athletic  costumes  of  any  kind  should  not  be  worn  in  the 
chapels  of  our  Church.  Wisdom  and  good  judgment  should  be  used  in 
choosing  appropriate  clothes  which  are  in  good  taste. 


ILL-FITTING  CLOTHES,  CURLERS,  HAIR  FASHIONS 

Girls  should  always  try  to  look  feminine  in  their  dress.  They  should 
not  dress  like  boys  or  try  to  imitate  masculine  appearance.  Dress  often 
determines  one's  actions.  Soiled,  sloppy  or  ill-fitting  clothes  are  inappro- 
priate in  public  for  everyone.  A  "real  lady"  does  not  go  into  public,  to  the 
market,  or  to  shops  with  her  hair  in  curlers. 

Women's  hair  is  much  more  becoming  and  flattering  in  a  lovely, 
natural  hair-do.  Young  men's  hair  should  not  be  too  long.  Extreme  hair 
styles  are  equally  poor  taste  for  young  men  as  well  as  for  young  women. 

GOOD  GROOMING 

Looking  well  groomed  and  immaculately  clean  are  special  characteris- 
tics which  reflect  the  standards  of  the  Church.  Not  only  should  clothes 
be  clean,  but  nails,  skin,  and  hair  should  have  the  glow  of  health  that 
bespeaks  meticulous  care  in  grooming.  Personal  cleanliness  of  body  and 
cleanliness  of  one's  clothing  builds  morale  and  a  good  name.  In  using  make- 
up girls  should  keep  in  mind  that  cosmetics  are  used  only  to  enhance  their 
natural  beauty.  Excessive  use  of  make-up  should  be  avoided. 
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FEATURE 

Sharing  the  Gospel 

TT  is  human  nature  that  when  we  experience  great 
■*-  joy  it  is  our  desire  to  let  someone  else  share  that 
experience  with  us  because  by  doing  so  our  joy  is 
multiplied  even  more.  When  Lehi,  the  Book  of 
Mormon  prophet,  had  his  dream  about  the  rod  of 
iron  and  the  tree  of  life  he  said  this : 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  a  tree,  whose 
fruit  was  desirable  to  make  one  happy. 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  go  forth  and 
partake  of  the  fruit  thereof;  and  I  beheld  that  it 
was  most  sweet,  above  all  that  I  ever  before  tasted. 
Yea,  and  I  beheld  that  the  fruit  thereof  was  white,  to  exceed  all  the  white- 
ness that  I  had  ever  seen. 

"And  as  I  partook  of  the  fruit  thereof  it  filled  my  soul  wih  exceeding 
great  joy;  wherefore,  /  began  to  be  desirous  that  my  family  should  partake 
of  it  also;  for  I  know  that  it  was  desirable  above  all  other  fruit."  (1  Nephi 
8:10-12). 

The  fruit  that  Lehi  was  so  desirous  to  share  with  his  family  was  the 
love  of  God. 

All  of  us  who  have  accepted  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  have  ex- 
perienced this  same  joy  that  Lehi  experienced  as  our  testimonies  have 
grown,  and  I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  are  desirous,  just  as  Lehi  was,  to 
have  others  share  in  the  love  of  God  with  us.  Desire  is  always  the  first 
step  to  success,  but  many  of  us  aren't  sure  how  to  take  the  next  steps. 

Perhaps  a  good  general  rule  to  follow  here  would  be :  Keep  your 
eyes  open  for  teaching  opportunities  and  then  use  them  to  introduce  and 
teach  your  friends  about  the  Church.  Some  teaching  opportunities  could 
be  a  question  about  what  your  opinion  is  on  some  doctrinal  problem,  a 
remark  about  the  word  of  wisdom,  or  even  some  derogatory  remark 
about  the  Church.  To  illustrate  the  point  I  would  like  to  use  some  real 
instances  where  the  wise  use  of  teaching  opportunities  has  paid  off. 

"I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Church  now  for  going  on  seven  years 
thanks  to  a  fine  sister  who  told  me  about  it.  I  used  to  work  with  her 
and  several  other  ladies  in  a  clothing  factory.  At  work  the  general  con- 
versation was  based  mainly  around  religion.  I  usually  just  sat  and  listened 
to  the  others  while  they  discussed  the  usual  religious  problems.  At  that 
time  I  was  convinced  that  there  was  too  much  confusion  about  what  was 
true,  and  these  conversations  merely  strengthened  that  conviction. 

"I  guess  because  I  very  rarely  aired  my  views  I  was  asked  one  day 
by  one  of  the  ladies  what  church  I  belonged  to.  My  reply  was,  'No  church. 
I'm  looking  for  one  with  all  of  the  truth  in  it.'  One  of  the  others  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Church  said  that  she  knew  which  was  the  true  church. 
She  said  it  was  the  Mormons. 

"It  was  not  long  after  that  that  we  had  the  Elders  over  to  the  house 
to  teach  us  the  gospel.  Although  I  wasn't  baptized  until  several  years 
later  it  wasn't  because  I  didn't  want  to. 

"Just  before  I  was  finally  baptized  I  lived  in  Carletonville  and  com- 
muted every  day  to  Johannesburg  to  work.  In  the  course  of  time  I  made 
a  very  good  friend  in  a  lady  who  got  on  the  same  train  farther  down  the 
line.  After  we  had  become  well  acquainted  I  had  to  stop  work  for  a  while. 
It  was  during  this  time  that  I  met  the  Elders  again  and  was  baptized. 
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"I  had  a  niece  who  was  staying  with  me  at  that  time  who  had  no 
time  for  the  Mormons.  While  I  was  away  from  work  she  told  some  wild 
tales  about  the  Mormons  to  my  friends  on  the  train.  As  a  result  when  I 
started  work  again  I  was  shunned  by  those  who  used  to  enjoy  my  com- 
pany. This  didn't  bother  me  too  much,  however.  I  just  went  into  the  next 
compartment  and  sat  down  and  read  the  Book  of  Mormon.  A  few  minutes 
later  my  friend  came  over,  sat  down  by  me  and  asked  me  what  I  was 
reading.  'The  Book  of  Mormon,'  I  said.  When  she  asked  me  what  it  was 
about  I  took  the  opportunity  to  tell  her  about  Joseph  Smith  and  some  of 
the  inspiring  things  I  had  read  in  the  book  of  scripture  he  had  translated. 
As  the  weeks  went  on  we  had  long  discussions  about  the  Church  until 
finally  she  decided  she  wanted  to  be  baptized.  Unfortunately  her  husband 
wasn't  very  keen  on  the  idea.  However,  even  today  she  tells  me  that 
someday  she  will  be  baptized  and  every  time  there  is  a  birthday  or  at 
Christmas  we  exchange  church  books. 

"Not  long  ago  I  was  looking  for  a  flat  that  wasn't  as  far  away  from 
the  chapel  as  the  place  in  which  I  was  then  staying.  In  my  search  I  met  a 
fellow  who  said  he  would  help  me  find  one.  When  he  asked  me  why  I 
wanted  to  live  in  that  one  particular  area  I  told  him  it  was  because  I 
wanted  to  be  near  the  chapel.  He  then  asked  me  which  church  it  was, 
and    I    answered,    'The   Church   of   Jesus   Christ   of   Latter-day   Saints  — 

the  Mormons.'  He  said  that  the  Mormon 
church  was  one  religion  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  and  told  me  that  he 
wouldn't  let  me  leave  until  I  had  told 
him   all  about  it. 

"We  began  with  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  and  worked  our  way  into  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  By  the  time  I  finally 
left  we  had  talked  about  the  Church  for 
two  hours. 

Wren  I  returned  I  took  him  a  Book 
of  Mormon  and  told  him  that  he  could 
have  it  as  long  as  he  read  it  from  cover 
to  cover,  which  he  agreed  to  do.  I  also 
suggested  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
to  bave  the  missioanries  call  by  and 
talk  to  him  and  his  family. 

"That  was  just  a  few  months  ago  and  now  both  he  and  his  wife  are 
baptized   and  their  two  boys  have  been  blessed  in  the  Church. 

"In  the  evenings  I  work  at  the  post  office  sorting  the  mail.  One  even- 
ing not  long  ago  I  was  introduced  to  an  employee  who  said  during  the 
introduction  that  he  was  very  interested  in  tracing  his  ancestors.  I  snatched 
up  the  opportunity  he  gave  me  and  told  him  that  we  as  a  church  are  also 
very  interested  in  doing  our  genealogy.  In  the  course  of  time  I  told  him 
about  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  gave  him  a  Book  of  Mormon,  which 
he  promised  to  read  from  cover  to  cover.  And  then  I  suggested  to  him 
that  he  let  the  missionaries  call  on  him  and  teach  him  the  Gospel  as  it 
should  be  taught. 

"The  Elders  are  still  meeting  with  him  and  from  what  I  understand 
he  has  expressed  a  desire  to  join  the  Church." 

These  are  just  the  experiences  of  one  sister  in  one  of  the  branches  of 
the  mission  who  has  found  greater  joy  by  sharing  her  joy  in  the  Gospel 
with  the  people  she  meets. 

Another  good  way  to  utilize  a  teaching  opportunity  is  to  ask  your 
friends  to  go  to  some  of  the  church  meetings.  If  you  are  a  member  of  the 
Relief  Society  invite  your  friend,  next  door  neighbour,  your  cousin,  your 
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husband's  sister  or  anyone  to  go  to  Relief  Society  with  you.  You  can  be 
proud  of  the  Relief  Society.  It  has  more  to  offer  a  woman  than  any  other 
organization  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 

If  you  are  numbered  among  the  youth  of  the  Church  why  not  ask 
some  of  your  friends  to  go  to  MIA  with  you.  It  is  a  common  miscon- 
ception among  the  youth  of  the  world  that  if  you  want  to  be  religious 
you  have  to  give  up  the  fun  things  in  life  and  walk  around  in  sack  cloth 
and  ashes  with  your  nose  in  a  Bible,  citing  chapter  and  verse  all  day- 
We  know  that  that  isn't  the  case  at  all,  so  why  not  show  the  world  that 
they  are  wrong. 

It's  not  necessary  to  be  all  grown  up  to  share  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  with  your  friends.  Even  if  you're  four  or  five,  eight  or  nine,  or  even 
eleven  you  can  still  share  the  Gospel  with  your  friends  by  asking  them 
to  go  to  Primary  with  you. 

Brethren,  you  can't  sit  back  and  watch  either.  There's  that  fellow 
at  work  who  is  going  to  ask  you  why  you  spend  so  much  outside  time 
with  the  Church  and  with  your  family  instead  of  making  a  few  more 
rand  by  working  overtime.  And  there's  your  friend  across  the  street,  who 
has  been  wondering  for  the  last  year  why  you  wash  your  car  on  Saturday 
afternoon  instead  of  on  Sunday  morning  like  all  the  rest  of  your  neigh- 
bours. Just  invite  them  to  attend  the  Investiagtor  Sacrament  Service  next 
week  and  let  them  see  for  themselves  what  the  Church  has  to  offer  them. 

Lets  be  like  Lehi,  who,  when  he  had  experienced  the  great  joy  of  the 
truth  wanted  to  share  it  with  every  one  who  was  close  to  him.  To  help 
motivate  us  lets  set  a  goal  that  every  member  of  the  Church,  whether  he 
be  nine  or  ninety,  brother  or  sister,  refer  at  least  one  GOOD  person  to 
the  missionaries  during   1967  and  take  them  personally  to  church.

I  believe,  Brother  Sill, 
we  will  take  the  one  minute." 

My  brothers  and  sisters,  I  appreciate  this  semi-annual  privilege  of 
having  a  part  with  you  in  the  general  conference  of  the  Church. 

Someone  has  said  that  the  greatest  invention  of  all  time  took  place 
at  Platea,  2,500  years  ago,  when  an  obscure  Greek  perfected  the  process 
of  marching  men  in  step.

Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks  is  one  of  the  General  Authorities  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  He  was  named  to  the  First 
Council  of  the  Seventy,  one  of  the  presiding  councils  of  the  Church,  in 
1953  at  the  age  of  31. 

Elder  Hanks  has  been  prominent  in  civic,  business,  educational  and 
other  secular  affairs,  particularly  in  the  field  of  youth  development. 
In  1957  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  United  States  Presidents 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  Youth  Fitness.  In  this  capacity  he  has 
been  a  feature  speaker  at  youth  conferences  throughout  the  United  States 
and  in  foreign  countries. 

A  lawyer  and  teacher  by  profession.  Elder  Hanks  also  has  had 
varied  business  experience.  He  is  a  writer  of  distinction,  and  has  been 
widely  published  in  books  and  national  magazines,  in  addition  to  appear- 
ing frequently  on  radio  and  television.  At  the  present  time  Elder  Hanks  is 
the  Editor  of  The  Era  of  Youth.  He  has  addressed  many  national  profes- 
sional, business,  industrial  and  educational  conventions  in  Utah  and  else- 
where in  the  United  States. 

Among  his  civic  services,  Elder  Hanks  has  been  a  board  member  of  the 
"Operation  Fitness"  programme,  a  project  involving  25,000,000  young 
people;  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  Utah  Committee  on  Children  and 
Youth;  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Weber  College;  member  of 
National  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  America;  chairman.  Salt  Lake  Cancer 
Society;  board  member,  Salvation  Army.  Currently  he  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Brigham  Young  University  and  the  College  of 
Southern  Utah. 

He  has  been  a  teacher  and  principal  in  the  Church's  seminary  system, 
and  has  served  as  a  counselor  in  the  presidency  of  the  Temple  Square 
Mission.  As  a  young  man  he  fulfilled  a  two-year  proselyting  mission  for 
the  Church  in  the  northern  United  States.  Recently  he  and  his  family 
spent  several  years  in  England  and  Europe  in  mission  leadership  there. 

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City  into  a  family  of  seven  children,  he  was  two 
years  old  when  his  father  died,  and  he  was  reared  by  his  widowed 
mother.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  was  graduated  with  a  degree 
in  law  from  the  University  of  Utah.  Formerly  active  in  college  and  other 
amateur  atheletics,  he  is  at  present  a  ranking  handball  and  squash  player. 
During  World  War  II  he  served  aboard  a  submarine  chaser  in  the 
Pacific,  both  on  the  line  and  as  acting  ship's  chaplain. 

Elder  Hanks  married  Miss  Maxine  Christensen  in  the  Hawaiian 
Temple  in  1949,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  daughters  and  one  son. 
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SOUTH  AFRICA  IN  THE  NEWS 

Leadership  Grows  in  South  Africa 

Editors  Note:  This  was  reprinted  from  the  CHURCH  NEWS 
November  5,  1966 
Strong    leadership    is    developing    in    all    of    the    five    districts    and    23 
branches  of  the  South  African  Mission  where  12  new  chapels  enable  the 
Church  to  give  its  full  program  to  members  and  friends. 

Elder  James  A.  Cullimore,  Assistant  to  the  Twelve,  brought  this  report 
back  to  Church  headquarters  following  an  extended  tour  of  the  mission 
with  President  J.  Golden  Snow  and  their  wives. 

All  areas  in  the  mission  are  locally  manned  which  enable  the  mis- 
sionaries to  spend  all  of  their  time  proselyting. 

Under  government  regulations,  only  (60)  LDS  missionaries  are  per- 
mitted to  do  Church  work  in  South  Africa. 

The  Church  is  strongest  in  the  Transvaal  District  with  mission  head- 
quarters located  in  Johannesburg.  There  are  (10)  branches  and  2,400  mem- 
bers in  this  district. 

All  members  look  forward  to  the  visits  of  General  Authorities  and 
still  talk  about  the  visit  of  President  David  O.  McKay  to  the  mission  15 
years  ago.  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee,  President  Hugh  B.  Brown  and  Elder  Mark 
E.  Petersen  have  visited  the  mission  at  four-year  intervals  since  that  date. 

"Their  faith  is  great  and  though  they  are  scattered  over  many  miles 
in  their  various  districts,  they  make  it  a  point  to  attend  conferences  and 
Church  services.  Some  branches  are  as  much  as  three  and  four  hundred 
miles  apart,"  said  Elder  Cullimore. 

He  told  of  the  annual  Youth  Conference  which  brings  some  600  young 
people  by  plane  and  cars  from  all  parts  of  the  mission,  some  travelling 
1,500  miles  to  be  present.  During  the  three  days  of  conference,  they 
have  a  chance  to  get  well  acquainted  in  recreation,  Gold  and  Green  Ball, 
athletic  competition  and  the  faith-promoting  testimonial  and  conference 
sessions. 

Elder  Cullimore  dedicated  a  new  chapel  for  the  Krugersdorp  Branch 
in  the  Transvaal  District  where  the  land  for  the  building  site  was  donated 
to  the  Church  by  the  city  council. 

Other  new  chapels  visited  included  those  in  Cape  Town,  Port  Elizabeth, 
East  London,  Durban,  Bloemfontein,  Welkom  and  Pretoria. 

All  of  the  new  chapels  have  been  built  during  the  past  four  years 
and  have  been  a  great  aid  in  helping  missionary  work,  he  said. 

Elder  and  Mrs.  Cullimore  left  Sunday  for  Great  Britain  where  he  will 
tour  all  of  the  seven  British  Missions  and  hold  stake  conferences.  He  ex- 
pects to  return  to  headquarters  on  December  10.
